Elder  said  he  will 
seek  to  “give  team  leadership  to  ena¬ 
ble  the  bowd  to  fulfill  its  16  programs 
of  work  assigned  by  the  convention” 
and  that  he  will  seek  to  learn  ail  he  can 
in  the  next  year  from  Cothen  “as  he 
continues  to  give  strategic,  devout  and 
superlative  leadership  to  ^e  board.” 

Before  the  election.  Elder  described 
the  work  of  the  search  committee  as* 
“probing,  gracious,  thorough  and 
prayerful.” 

Calling  the  election  process  “an 
awesoDQc  tima  for  the  board  and  for 

Ilminary  statement,  posed  and 
answered  five  questions  about  him¬ 
self:  Who  are  you?  What  do  you  be¬ 
lieve?  How  do  you  do  your  work?  How 
do  you  see  the  Sunday  School  Board? 
How  do  you  discern  the  will  of  God? 

Describing  himself  as  a  “take- 
charge  team  leader,”  Elder  said,  “I 
would  characterize  my  style  of  leader¬ 
ship  as  pastoral— caring  for  people  but 
not  permissive.” 

He  said  love,  character,  vision  and  a 
sense  of  high  purpose  are  vitai  qual¬ 
ities  for  a  leader  who  also  must  have 
“courage  to  decide  and  move  out  in  the 
face  of  all  risk  because  of  the  possibil¬ 
ity  of  good.” 

He  aMed:  “’There  is  no  more  impor¬ 
tant  decision  than  choosing  your 
people.”  Summarizing.  “I  like  to  work 
YBith  people  and  ideas  and  I  love  to 
preach  the  gospel,”  said  Elder,  who 
was  a  pastor  for  16  years  in  four  Texas 
churches  before  becoming  assistant  to 


the  executive  director  of  the  Baptist 
General  CkNivention  of  Texas  in  1975. 

Elder  called  for  a  balance  of  power 
between  the  president  and  the  trus¬ 
tees.  “I  have  seen  the  dangen  of  trus¬ 
tees  moving  into  administration,”  said 
Elder.  “It  is  equally  dangerous  for  the 
president  not  to  Imw  he  guides  by 
leave  of  the  trustees.” 

About  the  Bible,  Elder  said,  “I  be¬ 
lieve  the  Bible  is  a  Holy  Book,  divinely 
inspired  by  God,  infallible  and  au¬ 
thoritative  in  the  life  of  every  believer. 

I  didn’t  arrive  at  this  by  reading  the 
1963  statement  (“Baptist  Faith  and 
Message”),”  he  noted.  “A  reverence 
for  the  Bible  was  a  part  of  the  Elder 
family.  ’The  more  I  tested  that  faith 
presupposition,  the  more  I  came  to  see 
the  Bible  as  a  Holy  Book.” 

Concerning  diversity  of  beliefs 
among  Southern  Baptists,  Elder 
warned  against  staking  out  positions 
on  any  15  or  16  “major  (Christian  doc¬ 
trines  and  making  them  a  test  of  fel¬ 
lowship.” 

“I  want  to  state  clearly  those  things 
that  unite  us  and  not  make  doctrinal 
positions  a  test  of  fellowship  on  either 
side,”  he  explained.  “I  do  think  Bap¬ 
tists  are  going  to  do  better  when  we 
major  on  what  God  can  do  among  us 
and  not  become  embroiled  in  tests  of 
fellowship  on  any  one  of  our  particular 
doctrines.” 

On  criticism.  Elder  drew  laughter 
when  he  acknowledged,  “I  doin  like 
it.”  However,  he  noted,  “Adm^tra- 
tively  and  pastorally,  I  have  ^ied  to 
find  out  what  is  coming  to  my  attention 
through  the  criticism.” 

With  his  installation  in  1964,  EUder 
will  bec(»ne  the  first  president  from 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  and  the 
first  from  Texas.  The  three  most  re¬ 
cent  presidents— T.  L.  Holcomb, 

James  L.  Sullivan,  and  Cothen— are 
natives  of  Mississippi  and  grew  up  in  Church 
towns  within  a  30-mile  radius.

our  citizenry! 

Our  nation  was  built  upon  the  dedre-and  initiative  of  indi- 
vkhiah.  The  value  of  a  man  was  best  Judfod  by  fee  question, 
“Can  he  do  the  job?”  Industry  and  businiM  have  bem  intent 

in  knowing  the  skills  of  an  em^oyee.  The  bottom  line  has  often 
been  production. 

Efficiency  and  competency  have  resulted  in  an  amazing 
civilization.  Ours  is  a  civilizatiiM  that  has  dreamed  “impossi¬ 
ble  dreams,”  only  to  see  them  become  possible.  From  dream 
to  reality  has  become  our  path  to  profress. 

Is  it  not  true,  howevo-,  that  this  modem  scene  brings  de¬ 
spair?  Has  it  not  been  Uiie  that  mudi  of  our  sp^alled  progress  «as  pseudo- 
progress?  Man  has  shortened  the  space  between  lymself  and  others.  He  has 
Imgthened  his  life.  He  has  fouxl  mu]ti|>lejrays  to  save  time,  i^th  aU  bis  prog¬ 
ress,  however,  man  is  becoming  the  victim  of  that  afeidi  be  has  made.  The 
progress  made  in  the  laboratory  is  now  turning  upon  him  as  a  sort  of  Franken¬ 
stein. 

In  19K4  Winston  Oiurdiill,  in  a  propheticway,  said:  “Mankind  has  never  been 
in  this  position  before-  Without  having  improved  appreciably  in  virtue  or  enjoy¬ 
ing  wiser  guidance,  it  has  got  into  its  handsfor  the  first  time  the  tools  by  which  it 
can  unfailingly  accomplish  its  own  extermination.’' 

We  are  now  learning  that  the  character  of  a  man  is  as  important  as  his  skills. 
We  are  learning  that  the  desires  and  motives  of  an  indivii^  areas  significant  as 
his  abilities.  We  have  seen  the  dangers  inherent  in  a  civilization  whim  is  highly 
skUTed  in  tecfanolagy  but  lacking  in  character.  We  want  to  ban  saccharin,  yet 
want  to  legalise  marijuana.  As  one  Armed  Force’s  general  said:  “W«  have 
become  nuclear  giants  and  ethical  infants.” 

Alfred  the  Great  is  reported  to  have  said:  “Power  is  never  good  unless  he  be 
good  that  has  it”  Unless  man  is  responsive  to  the  tug  of  God  above,  he  will  be 
reqxMisive  to  the  tug  of  evil  from  below.  When  fee  Apostle  Paul  talked  about  ^ 
war  between  the  Qesb  and  spirit,  he  had  this  in  mind.  In  every  nation  a  choice 
must  be  made.  Hie  choices  are  only  two.  Either  we  shall  Ijve  life  under  fee 
guidance  of  God,  or  we  shall  live  life  under  our  own  guidance. 

Those  who  feel  man  is  supreme  are  to  be  pitied.  They  have  not  learned  from 
history  or  experience  about  the  fallibility  of  man.  “Unless  fee  Lord  builds  fee 
bouse,  those  who  build  it  labor  in  vain.”  Progress  built  on  man  alone  is  “pathetic 
progress.” 


Chiistian-Jewish  dialogue 
includes  Southern  Baptists 


IRVING,  Texas  (BP)— Jewish 
seminary  students  from  New  York, 
Oncinnati,  and  Phlladdphia  nibbed 
shoulders  with  future  Baptist  and 
Methodist  preachers  and  Catholic 
priests  from  Texas  in  a  dialogue  bet¬ 
ween  young  Jewish  and  Christian 
seminarians. 

The  “Seminarian  Conference  on 
Jewish  and  Ctaristian  Relations”  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Ctoundl  of  Southwestern 
Theological  Schools  (COSTS),  an  as¬ 
sociation  of  Protestant  and  Catholic 
seminaries,  and  the  American  Jewis 
Ckxnmittee  met  at  Holy  Trinity  Semi¬ 
nary  at  the  University  of  Dallas. 

Participants  included  students  and 
faculty  members  from  COSTS 
seminaries,  and  the  American  Jewish 
Cdmmittee  met  at  Holy  Trinity  Semi¬ 
nary  at  tte  University  of  DaDas. 
Texas  Christian  University,  South¬ 
western  Baptist  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary,  Holy  Trinity  Seminary,  and 
Austin  Presbyterian  Theological 
Seminary  and  leading  theologians, 
educators  and  intergroup  relations 
specialists  from  all  parts  of  the  coun- 

“We  have  reaUy  broken  new  ground 
here,”  said  Mve  H.  Tannenbaum, 
AJC  national  director  of  interreligious 
affairs.  “This  is  the  first  time  semina¬ 
rians  from  Roman  Catholic,  mainline 
Protestants,  evangelicals,  Pmtecoa- 
tal  and  Jewish  fcommunities  have 
come  together  for  dialogue.” 

Professors  from  Christian 
seminaries  in  the  Southwest  and  from 
Jewish  seminaries  in  the  North  and 
Blast  presented  pipers  on  major  prob¬ 


lems  in  Jewisb-Christian  relations. 
SWBTS  professors  were  Bobby 
Adams,  Boo  Heflin,  and  Cecil  Roper. 

Tannenbaum  said  the  meeting’s 
success  was  even  more  significant  be¬ 
cause  it  was  held  in  an  area  where 
evangelkal  Christians  dominate  tte 
religious  scene  and  where  Jewish  con¬ 
gregations  are  few.  “This  is  a  wherie 
new  disciplined  way  of  laying  a  found- 
atkx)  for  the  next  generation  of  (hrist- 
isD  and  Jewish  leadership,”  he  said. 
These  kids  ten  years  from  now  will  be 
rurniing  the  churches  and  synagogues 
of  America  and  also  the  seminaries. 
They  will  fill  permanent  pulpits  and 
help  form  the  consciences  of 
thousands  and  thousands  of  their  con¬ 
stituents.” 

“Most  of  the  Jewish  seminarians 
liad  never  talked  to  Christian  semina¬ 
rians  before,”  said  Tannenbaum.  The 
same  could  be  said  of  most  Christian 
seminarians  in  Texas,  who  never  had 
any  meaningful  conversations  wih 
Jews. 

Keynote  speaker  Carl  Van  Buren, 
professor  of  religion  at  Temple  Uni¬ 
versity,  challenged  the  Christian 
community  to  redliKover  how  Jewish 
itreally  was.  “Being  nice  toJews  is  not 
the  point,”  he  said,  Christians, 
feroi^  seminary  teaching  and  otba* 
teach^,  needed  to  become  aware  of 
an  “amazing  reversal  that  had  occur¬ 
red  since  Vatican  II.” 

“Both  Protestants  and  Catholics”  he 
said,  “have  scrapped  the  old  teachings 
feat  God  has  eoM  lus  covenant  wife 
the  Jewish  people  and  made  a  new  co¬ 
venant  with  Cl^tians.  Now  the  main 


body  of  Christians  believes  God’s  co¬ 
venant  wife  the  Jews  is  still  in  effect 
and  will  endure  forevor.” 

Sam  Weintraub,  a  student  at  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary  in  New.  Yorii, 
said  he  had  never  beaid  about  the  kind 
of  Christians  he  met  at  the 
conference— those  who  show  love  and 
respect  for  the  Jewish  faith.  “The  only 
Christians  I  had  heard  of  were  the  ones 
ufeo  had  made  it  so  hard  on  the  Jews.  ” 

Nancy  Ellett,  a  student  at  South- 
weston  Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  admit¬ 
ted  she  came  from  a  background  of 
religious  prejudice.  AU  Jews  had  for¬ 
merly  bett  considered  as  objects  of 
conversions,  she  said.  “We  (Baptists) 
have  not  always  been  sure  that 
Chtholics  are  Christians,”  she  said. 

Like  other  seminarians,  EUlett  said 
she  had  frit  a  “deep  spiritual  commun¬ 
ity”  in  the  meeting  with  the  Jewish 
seminarians  and  h^  vowed  to  help 
open  fee  eyes  of  Baptists  to  fee  impor¬ 
tance  of  good  Jewish-Christian  rria- 
tions.  “To  a  majority  ri  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  (Jewisb-Christian  relafions)  is  a 
non-issue,”  she  said. 

Dayle  Rabinowitz,  a  rabbinical  stu¬ 
dent  at  HriUrew  Union  ChUege  in  Chi- 
cinnati,  said  she  had  found  the  confer¬ 
ence  to  be  “an  intensive  spiritual  mo¬ 
ment  in  my  life.” 

“Now  I,  as  a  Jew,  feel  responsible  to 
learn  of  the  Christian  faith,”  she  said. 
“As  long  as  my  religion  was  rejected  I 
could  ignore  Christianity,  but  now  I 
find  I  must  find  a  place  for  your 
tradition— not  as  erroneous  but  as  an 
authentic  expression  of  religious 
faith.”

God’s  sovereign  choice  Observing  the  Supper  Seek  righteousness  first

Romans  9:1-29 

We  begin  a  new  unit  of  Sunday 
School  lessons  this  week.  Our  study  for 
fee  next  three  weeks  has  as  its  feeme 
"Israel  in  God’s  Plan,”  based  on  Ro¬ 
mans  9:1-11:36.  This  week’s  lesson, 
whkh  includes  Romans  9;  1-29,  is  enti¬ 
tled  “(iod’s  Sovereign  Choice  of  Is¬ 
rael.”  The  main  ferust  of  this  week’s 
Bible  study  is  that  evan  though  Paul 
was  very  sorrowful  because  Israel  had 
rejected  Christ,  he  steadfastly  nuiin- 
tained  that  God’s  dealings  wife  Israel 
Were  totally  just. . 

There  may  be  no  question  wife  most 
of  us  about  (tod’s  justice  in  dealing 
wife  Israel.  Whatever  God  does  is  just 
in  our  thinking.  The  Jews,  however, 
who  have  a  strong  sense  of  being  cho¬ 
sen,  even  today  may  not  accept  the 
persuasion  of  God’s  justicq  as  readily 
as  we  do. 

Paul  was  keenly  and  painfully  coo- 
scious  of  Israel’s  rej^tion  of  ^ist. 
Even  though  C3u*istianity  had  its  be- 
ginningprimarily  within  Israel,  by  the 
time  Paul  wrote  Romans  the  Jews  in¬ 
creasingly  were  “back^  away”  from 
Christianity.  Christianity  was  be¬ 
coming  predopUnantly  a  G^tile  relig¬ 
ion.  Israel  bad  been  chosen  of  G^ 
from  among  all  nations  2,000  years 
earlier.  Yet,  Israel  in  Paul’s  day  was 
having  little  to  do  wife  what  God  was 
doing  in  fee  world  through  Oirist. 

Paul’s  sorrow  ceucerabig  Israel 
(9:1-5).  God  h^  choeen  Israel  as  a 
special  people'  He  had  chosen  Israel 
throi^  Abraham  and  tbrou^  Isaac. 
God’s  choice  of  Israel  was  clinched 
historically  when  be  offered  the  co- 
venantat  Sinai  (Exodus  19:44).  He  did 
not  chose  Israel  because  ef  any  assets 
they  possessed  (Deut  7:7).  He  chose 
them  in  love  (Deut  7:8))  and  be  chose 
them  so  they,  could  be  “unto  me  a  king¬ 
dom  of  priests,  and  an  holy  nation” 
(Exodus  19:8).  “An  holy  nation”  en¬ 
visioned  that  the  people  of  Israel,  by 
uniting  with  God,  would  ^take  of 
(Mi’s  holy  character.  “A  kingdom  of 
IMiests”  envisioned  that  fee  nation  of 
Israel  would  aggressively  or  purpose¬ 
fully  share  thev  knowledge  of  fee  one 
true  and  living  (jod  wife  All  other  na- 
tkns. 

(kid’s  choice  of  Israel  was  loveraign 
for  two  reasons.  First,  “sovea^gn” 
means  “supreme,”  and  Qed  is  sup¬ 
reme.  Second,  “soverei^”  means 
“independent  of  and  unlisritsd  by  any 
others,”  and  Gkxi  certainly  did  not 
seek  the  advice  of  anym  in  choosing 
Israri.  He  chose  them  in  his'love.  He 
chose  them  for  his  pui  pbse.  His  pur¬ 
pose  concerned  the  ulo^te  goal  and 


well-being  of  all  people  through  receiv¬ 
ing  from  Israel  the  revelation  and 
knowledge  of  God. 

Paul. openly  and  publidy  admitted 
his  “great  heaviness  and  centinual 
sorrow”  ova-  Israel,  (kid  had  adopted 
them  from  among  all  oth«r  nations, 
shown  -feem  his  gkry,  estaUished  a 
covenant  wife  them,  given  them  his 
law,  instructed  them  in  wsrship,  and 
encouraged  ti)«n  to  a  Itie  of  faife  by 
his  promises  (Romans  9:4)  all  to  little 
avail.  Israri  bad  scomad  God’s  love. 

It  was  not  Isrqri's  past,  however, 
that  made  Paull^^eart  ache-  His 
ceaseless  sorrow  was  bocause  of  .Is¬ 
rael's  rejection  of  Cferist.  Oirist  was 
,  God’s  fulflUment  of  all  pertaining  to 
his  dioice  of  Israri,  the  glory,  the  co¬ 
venant,  the  law,  the  woi^p,  and  the 
promises.  Israel  was  treating  (3od  in 
flesh  as  they  so  long  had  treaM  (k>d  in 
spirit:  Paul's  burden  was  so  great  that 
he  said,  “I  could  wish  myself  accursed 
'from  Christ  for  my  brethren  .  •  •” 
(Romans  9:3). 

Of  course,  Paul  could  not  frade  his 
relationship  wife  Christ  for  his  na¬ 
tion’s  relationship  with  Clirist.  No  one 
can  do  that,  as  (M  made  clear  to 
Moses  (Exodus  82:31-33).  Nor  did  Paul 
really  make  surit  an  offer.  He  knew 
better.  He  said  he  sonoettmes  frit  such 
a  wish  within  himself.  Christ,  not  Paul, 
died  for  Israel’s  salvation.  If  and  when 
Israelites  or  any  other  people  ere 
saved ,  it  will  be  Christ  who  sevee  them 
and  not  Paul  or  any  other  substitute 
saviour. 

God’s  promise  to  Israel  net  broken 

(9:8-18).  This  passage  has  to  do  wife 
riection.  The  concept  of  electioa  in¬ 
cludes  as  a  mioinnim  love,  sriection, 
purpose,  promise,  certainly  and  ful¬ 
fillment.  Love  is  ^  only  attitude  the 
-Bible  identifier  as  God’s  reesoo  for 
choosing  Israri.  Ihe  Bible  does  not 
apologize  for  the  fact  of  divine  sriec¬ 
tion  (9:9-18).  Paul  reasoned  forcefully 
feat  (kid’s  resourcefulness  and  faitti- 
fulness  guarantee  fulfillment  of  his 
election!'

eheice  (9:14-18).  Is  God  unrighteous 
becauee  be  cboee  Israri  and  did  not 
cbooee  another  nation  for  his  purpose 
in  revealing  Umsrif  and  proelaiming 
his  rqdem^ve  love  to  all?  “Ajiso- 
lutriy  not!”  Paul  eielalins.  The  fact 
that  be  choee  Israri  tv  this  very  sig¬ 
nificant  puipoee  does  not  mean  God 
had  no  purpose  for  the  other  notions.

'Ihat  very  sacred  and  holy  occasion 
when  believers  come  to  the  Lord’s 
taUe  to  share  the  cup  and  bread  is  cal¬ 
led  by  various  names.  Some  call  it 
“communion,”  a  term  from  the  Greek 
word  kolnoala,  “fellowship,”  because 
of  the  fellowship  we  have  wife  (hrist 
uid  each  other  in  this  meal.  Others  call 
it  the  “eucharist,”  a  term  from  the 
Greek  word  for  “thanksgiving,”  be¬ 
cause  of  our  thanks  to  (kid  for  his 
grace  expressed  in  Christ’s  death- 
others  cain  it  the  “sacrament,”  from 
the  Latin  sacramentam,  which  means 
a  pledge  of  pllcgriancc-  Baptists  gen¬ 
erally  prefer  Uk  name  “Lord’s  Sup- 
po',”  which  stresses  the  manorial  as¬ 
pects  of  the  ordinance.  In  feis  meal 
especially  do  we  remember  him  and 
his  sacrifice  for  us. 

In  this  passage  we  find  Luke’s  ac¬ 
count  of  that  hut  meal  Jesus  shared 
with  Jiis  disciples  before  his  death. 
There  are  several  things  to  be  seen 
about  Jesus  as  he  prepares  for  and 
carries  out  his  final  Passovo-  meal. 

I.  We  see  haw  Jesus  werks  en  hi  ipi*c 

trenble  (22:14). 

As  the  high  holy  day  of  Passover  ap¬ 
proached  tte  Jewish  authnities  inten¬ 
sified  their  efforts  to  have  Jesus  hilled. 
Because  of  his  vast  popularity  wife  the 
common  people,  they  were  afraid  to 
have  him  arrested  openly  and  sought 
some  more  devious  means.  That 
means  soon  became  available  when 
Judas,  one  of  Jesus’  own  foUowers,  de¬ 
cided  to  betray  him. 

Jesus  was  well  aware  of  the  hatred 
of  his  enmies  and  their  {dot  against 
his  life.  They  had  already  tried  to  kill 
him  several  tiines  before.  He  was  also 
aware  of  the  defection  of  Judas  and 
that  the  danger  had  become  critical. 

In  spite  of  this  extremely  stressful 
situation,  Jesus  carries  on  with  his 
plans  and  his  work.  He  is  determined 
to  have  this  special  meal  with  his  fol¬ 
lowers  in  Jerusalem.  He  does  not  run 
to  safety.  He  does  not  allow  himself  to 
be  sidetracked. 

to  different  people  because  he  created 
ril  people  (9:88).  Who  has  reason  to 
complain  because  God  takes  some 
oobo^  (no  people)  and  makes  tiiem 
into  somebodies  (children  of  the  living 
God)  (9:25-88)? 

A  rcauwut  to  be  saved  (9:27-29). 
Though  most  of  Israel  were  rejecting 
Christ,  Paul  reiterated  what  Isaiah 
and  other  prophets  had  said,  namely, 
that  a  remnant  would  be  saved.  This 
was  (kid’s  guarantoe.of  his  sovereign 
chrice. 


So  it  is  that  we  must  carry  on  wife 
the  work  (kid  has  given  us  to  ^  in  spite 
of  difficulties.  Our  troubles  may  or 
may  not  be  life-threatening,  but  no 
mattor  bow  severe  the  trial  we  must 
carry  on. 

n.  We  see  how  Jesas  remaias  in  con¬ 
trol  (22:7-14). 

Jerusalem  at  Passover  would  be 
crowded  wife  over  two  and  a  half  mill¬ 
ion  people..  Finding  iKxommodation 
would  not  be  easy,  (kmsequently  Jesus 
had  already  made  advance  arrange¬ 
ments  for  such  a  room  and  developed  a 
strategy  whereby  those  two  disciples 
he  sent  to  make  final  preparations 
could  find  it  A  man  bearing  a  jar  of 
water  (a  nnoet  unusual  sight,  as  only 
women  carried  jars  of  water)  would 
lead  than  to  the  proper  place. 

Why  all  the  secrecy?  Why  did  not 
Jesus  simply  tell  them  the  exact  loca¬ 
tion?  Probably  bri»use  the  greedy 
ears  of  Judas  were  listening.  Such  a 
{Aace  would  be  an  ideal  ipot  for  him  to 
be  trailed  by  his  enemies  and  Jesus 
did  not  wish  to  be  disturbed.  He  still 
had  much  to  say  to  them  (four  chap¬ 
ters  of  teaching  in  John’s  gospel)  and 
was  assuring  an  uninterrupted,  pri¬ 
vate  meal.  He  remained  in  contrri.  He 
woidd  surely  die  but  in  his  own  way 
utd  at  his  own  time.  They  would  not 
(^ike  his  life.  He  would  give  it. 
m.  We  see  hew  Jesus  desires  to  have 
fellewship  with  his  fellewers 
i(22:lS-U). 

Oace  in  the  room  Jesus  tells  them 
howintenariy  hehas  “desired”  to  have 
this  meal  wife  them  (v.  15).  Elsewhere 
in  the  New  Testament  this  wwk  is 
translated  “^ust”  (Matt.  5:28).  Only 
the  context  determines  whether  it 
means  good  or  evil.  Here  it  accen¬ 
tuates  t^  deep  longing  in  Jesus’ heart 
•to  have  frilowship  wife  his  followers 
before  the  horrors  of  the  croes.  Sudi 
desire  is,  of  course,  rooted  in  his  love. 
He  has  the  same  intense  desire  to  have 
frilowship  wife  us  and  even  wife  thoae 
who  have  not  yet  come  into  (kid’s  fam¬ 
ily. 

IV.  We  see  hew  Jeans  waato  to  be  re- 
Bic inhered  (22.-1948). 

At  the  supper  Jesus  told  them  the 
bread  and  wine  represented  his  body 
and  blood.  As  such,  they  point  to  the 
violeoce  of  the  death  be  suffered  for 
briievers.  As  he  instituted  this  meal  he 
said,  “Tliis  do  in  remanbrance  of  me” 
(V.  19).  In  other  words,  Jesus  wanted 
to  be  ranembered  by  a  meal  whhfe 
pointed  to  his  deuCfa.  He  wanted  to  be 
remembered  for  his  sacrifice  of  love 
which  brings  us  to  (kid,  firmly  rooted 
in  a  New  Covenant  sealed  in  his  own 
blood.  ITie  Lord's  Supper  insures  we 
never  forget

Matthew  5:8;  8:2544;  12:45-48 
Peace  of  mind  has  been  the  object  of 
many  people’s  quest  for  a  long  time. 
There  was  a  Jewish  lad  who  made  a 
list  of  idiat  he  thought  to  be  tiw  essen¬ 
tial  “goods”  of  life.  His  list  Included 
wealth,  h^fe,  power,  friends,  family 
and  many  othtf  things.  He  showed  his 
list  to  the  Rabbi  and  asked,  “Wouldn’t 
a  person  automatically  be  happy  and 
succ^ful  if  be  possessed  all  these 
things?”  " 

Tte  Rabbi  studied  the  list  and  then' 
shook  his  head.  He  wrote  three  words 
at  the  top  of  the  lad’s  list.  They  were 
“peace  of  mind.”  The  Rabbr.  observed, 
“Althomd>  *  niAn  may  have  a  bank 
vault  full  of  money  and  possess  these 
othm- things,  if  his  mind  is  troubled  and 
his  heart  is  heavy  be  is  a  miserable 
failure  in  life.”  The  boy  grew  up  to  be 
Dr.  Liebm^  who  wrote  one  of  the  all 
time  best  srilers.  Peace  of  MbA 
Itis  apparoitthatpeople  want  peace 
of  mind  but  to  assume  that  they  are 
finding  it  would  be  a  big  mistake. 

The  Father’s  prevWeas  for  Msehil- 
drea  (8:2548) 

Jesus  is  warning  against  undue  an¬ 
xieties  that  serve  no  useful  purpose  on 
the  part  of  his  children.  To  tte  con¬ 
trary,  they  render  a  person  unfit  to 
handle  the  situations  that  arise  each 
day.  He  does  not  hold  up  as  a  bluepriirt 
for  Ufethe  way  of  fee  grasshopper.  The 
ant’s  way  is  tte  right  way.  People  are 
to  be  bu^  and  making  plw  for  the 
future.  But  they  are  to  avoid  crippling 
wwries  that  may  result  in  a  fractiired 
personality  (split  one).  He  was  not 
preaching  indifference  to  physical 
needs,  but  faife'in  (2od  and  ernmnit- 
ment  to  him. 

,G«d’s  care  for  aU  creation  (8:27-84) 
Worry  has  never  extended  the  life¬ 
span  of  anyone.  To  the  contrary,  many 
have  gone  to  the  grave  prematurely 
because  of  undue  anxieties. 

Consider  the  field  flowers  whose 
beauty  docs  not  result  frmn  any  effort 
on  th^  part  (kid  creates  and  gives 
beauty,  mthoutacareintheworidthe 
blossoms  live  and  brighten  the  land¬ 
scape.  The  flowers  live  oidy  briefly 
and  then  are  gone.  If  (kid  provides  for 
these,  bow  mubfa  more  does  he  take 
care  of  the  only  creature  made  in  his 
own  image. 

Pagans  worry  about  food,  drink,  and 
dotfa^,  Jesus  said.  Experiencing  tiie 
love  of  (kid  sboidd  free  us  from  such 
crippling  problems. 

The  parable  sf  Ihe  pearl  of  grem  price 
(18:45,48), 

Jesus  illustrates  the  point  that  a  bus¬ 
iness  person  seriting  a  good  deal  when 


finding  it  will  take  tiie  tag  plunge.  Op¬ 
portunity  may  knock  o^y  once,  so 
even  though  the  price  was  all  his 
wealth  he  sacrificed  all  to  gain  owner¬ 
ship.  He  was  confident  the  pearl  was 
w(^  far  more  than  he  paid  for  it 

Jesus  pointed  out  not  only  what  the 
pearl  merchant  should  do,  but  what  be 
does.  By  the  same  token  a  disciple  sees 
the  kingdom,  recognizes  its  worth  and 
does  whatevo’  is  necessary  to  receive 
it. 

Hanger  and  tUrst  after  rightoeasaess 
(5:8) 

It  is  difficult  for  weU  fed  modems  to 
catch  the  force  Jesus  intended  this 
beatitude  to  convey.  For  his  day  the 
people  lived  on  the  edge  of  the  desert 
They  knew  malnutrition  first  hand 
from  poverty  and  famine.  Many 
starved  to  death.  Even  more  dreaded 
was  the  torture  of  being  on  the  desert 
without  water.  The  Ups  would  crack, 
the  tongue  sweU,  and  even  the  abiUty 
to  talk  was  lost.  To  people  acquainted 
with  true  hunger  and  thirst  Jesus  said, 
“If  you’re  dying  for  food  and  drink  of 
the  gospel  variety,  you  wiU  be  fiUed." 

The  feive  for  srivation  is  compelling 
and  reoccurring.  When  this  is  a  per¬ 
son’s  yearning  be  wiU  have  tt.
